BERLIN RECEIVES 1.,
CHRISTMAS SHIP GIFTS

Reception @iven by Capital for
Formal Presentation of
Articles.

BERLIN, December 18, via London,
December 19, 5:156 a.m.—The American
Christmas gifts, brought on the Ameri-
can ship Jason for the children of
fallen German soldiers, arrived today.
They Were accompanied from Naples
by representatives of the German for-
elgn office.

A reception was given by the muniei-
pality of Berlin for the formal presen-
tation of the gifts. It was attended by
the lord mayor, leading city function-
arles, Baron Mumm von Schwarzen-
stein, representing the forelgn office;
Prince Hatzfeldt, president of the Ger-
man Red Cross, which undertakes the
distribution of the gifts; James W.
Gerard, the American ambassador, his
wife and other members of the em-
bassy, and the empress’ two chilef
ladies in waiting. The crown prince's
three eldest sons, dressed In eaflor
suits, also were present and attracted
much attention.

Five hundred giris and boys, with
American and German flags, were sta-
tioned on the broad stairway of the
town hall and awaited the arrival of
the official party, and a picked choir of
chlldfen sang Christmas carols around
a Christmas tree.

Characterized as ‘“Noble Deed.”

The lord mayor in the course of his
speech of welcome said:

“This noble deed will be kept in our
memory for a long timme as 2 pledge to
us that our worldly quarrels are over-
powered by the gospel ‘Peace on Earth
Good Will Toward Men.""

The Norddeustche Zeitung comment-
ing editorially on the arrival of the
gifts says:

“We extend the capital's heart's wel-
come to this demonstration, free from
any political design and an expression
of pure love of humanity, whose value
the German people know how to ap-
preciate even in the stress of war time.

“The Christmas festival has not lost
its charm to the souls of Germans by
reason of the war forced upon us.”

" EGULAR ARMY FORC

Representative Anthony’s Proposal
Carries Out General Staff's
Scheme.

Fifteen new regiments of infantry,
five regiments of cavalry and five regi-
ments of artillery would be added to
the present regular army if a bill pro-
posed by Representative Anthony of
Kansas is enacted. The bill carries out
the scheme of the general staff and
general officers of the army. Repre-
sentative Anthony is a member of the
military affaira committes of the
House. It will be offered as an amend-
ment to the forthcoming army appro-
priation bill unless the committes re-
ports a bill providing for this increase,

Mr. Anthony disclaims any intention
of making the question of national de-
fense a political issue. He has hoped
that Chalirman Hay would take up the
recommendations of the Secretary of
War and introduce them as a- bill. As
the chairman does not seem disposed to
support the administration in this re-

spect, Mr. Anthony proposes to take
up the question.

Army Weakness No Secret.

“I am not in sympathy with some of
the recent sensational utterances of
Representative Gardner of Massachu-
setts,” spald Mr. Anthony. “The weak-
ness of our regular army {5 no secrct
or mystery. We gimply have not
enough soldiers in the regular army
io provide for the garrisoning of the
Panama Canal Zone, Hawail and the
Philippines, and for the defense of the
United Btates, according to the plans
of the general staff.

“This administration, when all of ita
plans are carried out, will have so many
troops statloned in our possessions anid
on the Fanama ecanal that there will
not be left in this country even a nu-
cleus for an army to defend us against
an attack. All these facts can be ascer-
tained by consulting the official army
register, and it ia only a question as
to whether Congress I1s going to make
up for the deficlency in the army sta-
tioned at home growing out of the
force that has been sent to the for-
elgn garrisons.

Personnel Most Efficient.

“There 18 nothing the matter with
the personnel of the army. I belleve
for its size the United States Army is
the most efficient In the world. It has
& body of 4,000 of the best trained of-
ficers and its enlisted personnel ia ad-
mitted to be superior to any in the
world.

“While the argument of the Secretary
of War In his annual report in the
maln is sound, his recommendations are
not along the right line to make up
the deficiency In the strength of the
army. He describes the regular army
as a nucleus and in carrying out this
theory he should have recommended
additional regiments or organizations
50 that they could be expanded in the
event of war. The amendment that 1
will propose to the army appropriation
bill will provide for this and I think
will more nearly meet the needs of the
country than the proposition of the
Secretary to Increase the strength of
the existing organizations of the
army."

RURALWALINYERR
HALF BILION POON

Increase in Service Shown in Annual
- Report of Fourth Assistant Post-
master General.

Details of the increase in the useful-
ness and smbothne=s of the rural free
dellvery service of the United States
are contained in the annual report just
issusd of the fourth assistant postmas-
ter general, in charge of that part of
Uncle Sam's mail service, for the fiseal
year ended June 30 last. - - . - = ?
.More than three bhlilion pleces of
mall,, varying in welght from a frac-
tion of an ounce to fifty pounds, says
Jamesa I. Blakeslee, the fourth aesist-
ant postmaster general, and tot2ling
nearly half a billion pounds, are de-
livered and cellected .annually at the
very homes of: the twenty-odd million
people: of the -rural districts, thus ef-
fectually breaking down the barrier of
ieolation that at one time prevailed in
many places.

Requests for New Routes.

That the services of the rural free
delivery system are appreclated by the
people at large I8 evidenced by the
fact that within the year the.depart-
ment received 1,517 petitions for new
routes. The utilization of motor trans-
portation, says Mr. Blakeslee, by car-
riers iz constantly becoming more gen-
eral. ‘With this clasa of vehicles it is
possible, he says, to cover at least
twice the territory served by horse-
drawn contrivances, although, of
course, the cost of upkeep is greater.

June 30, 1914, according to the report,
there were in operation 43,652 rural
routes, an increase of 847 over the pre-
ceding vear. Routes to the number of
860, with an aggregate length of more
than 20,000 miles, were established dur-
Ing the year, while but thirteen routes,
totaling 302 miles, were discontinued.
The net Increase in carriers was $30.

During the flacal ‘year 1,186 fourth-
clase post offices were established and
2,371 discontinued. Of the latter, 719
‘were on account of extensions of rural
delivery,

Great Demand for Scales.

i

The demand for scales, due to the in-
crease In'the parcels post facilities,
has been extraordinarily large, and has

ecessitated the purchase and distribu-

on during the year of 31,300 100-
pound scales. It is thought that before
all post offices are thus equipped 20,000
more will have to be provided.
Following the thorough and detailed
analysis of the tural free dellvery
facillties, Mr. Blakeslee sets forth a
number of Improvements and changes
In connection with a wvariety of other
matters under his charge, such as mail
bag repair shops, mail lock shops, can-
celing machines, the handling of dead
letters, labor-saving devices, etc., and
closes his report as follows:

“In effecting the extensive readjust-
ments and improvements brought about
by this office during -the year, an ex-
ceptional strain has developed upon its
personnel. This has been borne loyally
and successfully and I deem it a pleags-
urable duty to record here my deep
sense of appreciation of the admirable
fidelity displayed throughout by the
employes of the bureau.”

Capt. Grafton L. Daggett Dead.

Capt. Grafton L, Daggett, one of the
veterah steamboat men of New. Eng-
land, died Thursday last at his home
at Vineyard. Haven, Mass, in the
eighty-seventh year of his age. Capt.
Daggett was master of many vessels
on New England and other waters, and
was mastey, It ia stated, of the steam-
er River Queen, when she was employ-
ed as a dispatch boat during the eivil
war and was used by President Lin-
coln for trips from Washington to
City Point, on the. James River, to visit
the army Iin the fleld. Later the River
Queen was employed for many years
as an excursion steamer on the TFo-
tomac. She was burned at her dock
here about two years ago.

RAILROAD INFLUENCE
AT WORK, IT IS AVERRED

Representative Moon’s Charge in
Reference to Fost Office Bill
Throws House in Turmoil.

After the House vesterday defeated the
speclal ruole to make privileged the large
amount of special legislation proposed In
the post office appropriation bill, Chair-
man Moon of the post office committee
made a heated charge that “railway in-
fluences had been at work to defeat the
measure.” The charge threw the House
Into a noisy turmoil for a few minutes,
and Chairman Henry of the ruies com-
mittee backed up the statement by de-
claring that he knew cof railroad influ-
ence that had heen at work in the rules
committee in an effort to block a re-
port on the resolution. *

The particular object at which railway
influence might be almed, if there is
such Influence, is new legislation pro-
posing an adjustment of rallway mail
pay. This I said to be distasteful to
the rallrouds. However, the House de-
{eated the special rule pi—[nr_-,lpal.ly be-
cause of ils widespread effect on rural
free delivery carriers and postmasters.
The post office bill carries new legisla-
tion which affects a reduction in post-
mmsters’ salaries to a great extent and
also provides for a conlract system of
rural free dellveries to be established
in one county in each state for experi-
mental purposes.

STATES TO AID IN MAKING
FLAG FOR CANAL OPENING

Work to Be Done in Betsy Ross
House, Each Governor to
Supply a Star.

PHILADELPHIA, December 13.—The
American flag to be unfurled at the
official opening of the Panama canal
will be made in the Betsy Ross house
in this city and each of the stara to be
placed in the flag will be supplied by
the governor of one of the states of
the Union, according te an announce-
ment made yesterday at a meeting of
the survivors of the executive commit-
tee and members of the Bi-centennial
Associaticn. The committee will ask
President Wilson to release the flag
by pressing an electric button at Wash-
ington.

Charles W. Alexander, secretary of
the bi-centennial committee, announced
that President Wilson will be asked
to become sponsor for a movement for
having *“The Star Spangled Banner”
sung throughout the land when the
flag is unfurled. It is the plan of the
committee that the flag ceremony at
the canal oeccur at a specified time and
for the national anthem to be sung in
every city, town and village in the
United States at that moment.

December 1, 1910, the loss of timber
in the national forests caused by fires
that year was estimated at $15,000,000
and the total number of fires was 1,000
less than for the same period this year.

That the number of fires this year
carried greater danger to the forests
than any vear since the establishment
of the national forests, but resulted in
a smaller loss than ever before, s ex-
plained by the forest service as due to
the efficlent work of the protective or-
ganization In preventing and extin-
Euishing forest fires.

In this connection the forest service
BRYS:

-Work of Protective Organization.

“Of the entire 6,112 fires which
threatened the national forests, S1 per
cent were extinguished by the protec-
tive organization before they had cov-
ered ten ocres. The percentage of
fires that burned over more than ten
dcres was smaller than in any previous
Year.

“While :talled reports have not yet
been received appraising the exact loss
to the government through forest fires,
a preliminary estimate shows that the
loss of merchantable timber will prob-
ably not exceed $400,000.

“Reports of the fires and damage up
to December 1 indicated that there
war #till a dangeromns condition in
southern California and in certain por-
tions of the national forests of the
east. The service says that the total
for the vear will be increased by fires
in these regions during December. The
conditions of drought and other factors
of forest fire hazard were said to be
worse than in 1910, when the disas-
trous Idaho fires occurred. -
